CHRONICLE PROTESTS AGAINST 
SUPPRESSION OF MINORITY 


(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 

The Chronicle was among those patri- 
otic newspapers and persons in Geor- 
gia who were sincerely disposed to 
accept the results of the recent state 
primary as conclusive—for the next 
two years, at least—if not altogether 
convincing. But when we see the par- 
ticular “school of thought’ to which 
we are happy to belong—even go down 
with in defeat occasionally, if neces- 
sary, without a whimper—insulted and 
maltreated, as was the case at that 
so-called democratic convention in At- 
lanta On Thursday last, self-respect 
prompts us to rise and enter our em- 
phatic, although maybe ineffective, 
protest. And this, not so much on our 
own account, as in behalf of a hun- 
dred thousand, or more, adult Geor- 
gians who are not yet ready, and never 
will be, to accept Hokesmithism as a 
cure for all our ills, public and pri- 
vate, real and imaginary. 

Not within our time has anything 
occurred in Georgia to so shame the 
intelligence and manhood and spirit 
of fair play, for which this grand old 
state has long been noted, as that 
scene enacted in Atlanta’s Auditorium 
last Thursday.

He also decided that the purpose of 
the bequest to the University of th: 
South in creating the Clinch scholar 
ships was to include the whole state 
rather than become the perquisite 0! 
the bishop of Georgia. The disposi- 
tion of the scolarships will, therefore, 
be divided between the two dioceses if 
the decision holds, though there is a 
probability that the question will be 
carried to a higher court. 

The case was argued before Judge 
Seabrook on July 9, and created great 
interest among Episcopalians all over 
the state.

It is more than that— 
a Florida paradox would be a better 
name. For I found a hustling, bustling, 
wide-awake city, a miniature Chicago, 
with natural advantages that equal 
those of the windy metropolis of the 
lake region, and a climate that resem- 
bles the early spring of the middle 
west. 


A Splendid Seaport. 


Pensacola has a land-locked harbor, 
large and deep enough to accommodate 
ali the war vessels of the combined 
Navies of the world at one time without

difficulty. At low tide the bar shows 
a clear depth of 33 feet, permitting easy 
entrance and exit of the largest vessels 
afloat, and free of the dangerous rocky 
passage of the San Francisco harbor. 
This great natural advantage has been 
improved by the construction of a dry 
dock 6f 12,009 tons Capacity, and the 
best of land dock facilities have broug* t 
many lines of freight steamers to ply 
| between Pensacola and al! foreign ports 
of importance. 


The United States government has 
established a navy yard and erected 
three forts at the mouth of this harbor. 

They told me at the office of the col- 
lector of the port that the foreign ship- 
ping in both ex esrts and imports had 
shown remarkable growth in the past 
ten years. The total value of the goods 
passing through this port in 1899 
amounted to $14,000,000. The Steady 
increase has brought this figure up to 
$22,000,000 in the past year. 


Climatic Conditions. 


Pensacola enjoys as fine a climate as 
any seaport in the world, and investi- 
gation showed that the death rate was on- 
ly 14 14-15, which is probably lower than 
that of any city in the south.

Public Improvements. 


Pensacola has shown remarkable ac- 
tivity in her public improvements 4ur- 
ing the past three years. The new city 
hall, which was recently completed at 
the cost of $90,000, would be a credit to 
a city of twice her size, and the appoint- 
ment and sanitary conveniences of their 
new $70,000 city jail are acknowledged 
to be perfect.

Definition of Amateur. 


In this connection it may be of in- 
terest to give the American Automo- 
bile Association’s definition of an ama- 
teur.- It is: “A man who has nev-r 
driven or raced a motor car for pay, 
other valuable 
consideration: competed for a cash 
prize: who does not make his livelihood 
or any part of it as a result of racing 
or driving, either as a demonstrator, 
tester or chauffeur; who has not other- 
wise received rewards for engaging in 
competition; who is not actively en- 
gaged in the automobile or accessories 
industries; who has never been de- 
clared a professional by any sport- 
covering body, in connection with that 
sport over which it has jurisdiction, or 
who having been so declared has been 
reinstated: either by such body or in 
connection with automobile racing Dy 
the contest beard of the A. A. A.” 

The rules further provide that every 
amateur who compétes must be regis- 
tered, and that an amateur shall 
“neither enter for nor drive in any 
contest a motor car which is the prop- 
erty of a person, persons or corpora- 
tion actively engaged in the automo-~-

It is to be strictly a gentleman’s pleasure tour—the purpose being to see Georgia and to encourage the campaign for better roads. The tour will be a liberal education on the resources 


and possibilities of the state. ee ,; 
_ Everybody who enters ought easily to cover the circuit of about 950 miles, and make the daily runs without straining or punishing cars. It is especially desired that the tourists shall 
have ample opportunity to see everything and enjoy every minute of the trip, instead of having to rush from point to point at the risk of breaking down and ruining autos. 

The average day’s run will be about 105 miles. Where the runs are longer, a large part of the mileage is excellent road, in such condition that even the smallest cars can average twenty 
miles an hour if they wish. In going from Augusta to Savannah, for instance, the road from Augusta, throngh Waynesboro and Millen to Scarborough, is so fine that the cars can make any 
speed within their range. From Savannah to old Midway church, in Liberty county, the road is excellent. It is good from Augusta, through Washington, Lexington and Athens into Atlan- 
ta, and on down by Macon, Albany and Bainbridge to Thomasville, Quitman and Valdosta. | 

A new route has been selected between Valdosta and Waycross, and from there to Savannah. The original route explored by Mr. Weldon and Mr. Connerat by Homerville, ran through 
a flat country which is often next to impassable on account of water. Since that first trip, Mr. Weldon has explored that region carefully, and has located a route along a ridge country 
which is a natural water shed. There are only two practicable crossings on the Altamaha for a long distance above its mouth. One of these is at Darien, and the other is at Bell’s ferry, due 
north of Baxley, in Appling county. The route, as first laid out; was to go by Brunswick and Darien; but the possible danger of high streams between Waycross and Brunswick, with stretches 
of heavy sand on that route, in Glynn and McIntosh counties, have caused a reluctant change. ee Laer 7 ;

Any owner in Georgia, or any other state, may enter; starting from any point on the Highway he chooses. ‘Scores of prosperous farmers, scattered over Georgia, as well as town folks, 
have stated their purpose to make this tour. Practically every town on the route will have from one to twenty entries. Owners in Dublin, Hawkinsville, Tifton, Rome, Columbus, Buena

The tour starts on Monday, October 17, and that season is the most delightful of the fall, if not of all the year. There’s something kind 0’ appetizing in the atmosphere, when the heat of summer’s over and the cooling 
fall is here. The foliage is turning to crimson and russet, the fields are still white with snowy staple, and stacks of hay and shocks of corn tell of prosperity in the land. The gum-spangled trunks of the pines, the grinding 
of the cane mills and the wide areas of unterraced fields in south Georgia mark a land which is attracting the attention of the world today. Probably few realize how widespread is the interest now being taken in middle and 
south Georgia; but it is a fact that the home-seekers are coming in there every day from the north, west, southwest and even from remote Canada, while the mills of Europe and New England, as always, are wondering at 
the amazing yields of both long and short cotton. The automobile tire trade is almost as dependent on south Georgia for its Sea Island cotton for the tire fabric, as it is on the rubber plantations of South America and Africa. 
The manufacturers of automobile tires take.25,000 bales of Sea Island cotton, or one-fourth of the entire crop. One firm used 2,000 bales of Sea Island, 400 bales of upland and 600 bales of Egyptian last year, and there are 
twenty concerns making tires. .

Wntrants and official representatives of entrants shall conform to all laws, 
ordinances and rules of the road, and any entrant or official representative of 
such entrant violating any of the provisions of these rules, or who shall fail to 
show due consideration to the officials or other participants in the tour, or 
other users of the highways, may be disqualified or penalized, at the discre 
tion of the referee. ® 

Any car whose owner or driver shall be arrested for violation of speed 
laws, or of any law or ordinance may be disqualified or penalized, at the dis- 
cretion of the referee. 

Replacements, adjustments and repairs may be made at any time. 

Cars unintentionally leaving the course must return to it at the 
whence they left, under penalty of disqualification. 


PROTESTS AND DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

A written protest may be filed with the referee by any participant in the 
tour, but must be accompanied by the sum of $25. If the protest is not sus- 
tained, this sum will be forfeited, but if the protest is sustained, the protest 
fee will be returned to the person making such deposit. No protest not con- 
forming to the above requirements will be considered. Each protest will be 
acted upon at the earliest practicable moment. 

(a) Any protests as to unfair rulings, foul driving, routes, etc., 
made within twelve (12) hours after the occurrence. 

(b) Any other protest may be made during the tour, or within twenty-four 
(24) hours after the tour is concluded and before any award is made. 

No entrant or his official representative shall be disqualified until he shal! 
have been notified of the act complained of, and if the act be denied, he shall 
be given a hearing, after which a decision shall be rendered. Upon notice of 
disqualification, the referee may compel him to cease to run in the contest, and 
in that event the official] numbers shall be removed from his car and such en.

A land owners’ show, properly advertised, will draw thousands of homeseekers from neighboring states and from the north and 
west. [hey will attend the exposition, and there be able to select the section which appeals to them most strongly. They will not go 
hunting around all over the state in a blind sort of way, but right at the show can determine the section where they prefer to invest. 

Large land owners all over Georgia have been indorsing the exposition idea from the very first day that The Constitution suggest- 
ed it. They realize that it promises to be one of the greatest factors yet proposed to develop the state and to bring in the intelligent, in- 
Gustrious farmers from the Carolinas, Tennessee, Kentucky and states farther north. All the papers in the state will gladly cooperate in 
giving the project wide publicity, because it means so much for Georgia.

Insurgent Strength. 

It is hard to estimate the active in- 
Burgent strength in the senate. True it 
is that on the tariff bill there 
were eight republicans who wen, 
to the ditch in their oppo- 
sition to the legislation proposed by 
their own party. It must not be for- 
gfotten, however, that senators are, for 
the most part, politicians, and that they 
@re most selfishly inclined when their 
Geats are in jeopardy. It is not with- 
out reason, therefore, that the insur- 
gent strength in the next senate wil! 
be considerably augmented by some 
notable additions from the present reg- 
ular republican strength of that body. 

The eight republiean insurgents who 
went the limit againstthe tariff were 
Senators Beveridge, of Indiana; Dolli- 
Ver and Cummins, of lowa: Bris- 
tow, of Kansas; Nelson and Ciapp, 
Minnesota and La Follette of Wiscon- 
Bin. Of these Beveridge is the oniy 
one likely to be Betentes this fall, 
while Nelson's insurgent proclivities 
were more in the direction of a iow 
tariff than insurgency on genera! prin- 
ciples. 

Insurgents Multiply. 

To this number must be added, if the 
@epublican senator from North Dakota. 
P. J. McCumber, to be counted a 
eertainty, A. J. Gronna, the republic- 
an insurgent, who will be elected by 
the same legislature. 

There are also a number of other in- 
Surgents who, while they stuck by the 
senate organization on the tariff bili, 
prefer to “insurge”’ on other mat- 
ters. In this class can be placed Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, of Idaho; Sena- 
tor Joseph Dixon, of Montana, and 
Senators Burkett and Brown, of Nebras- 
ka, who nearly went the limit on 
the tariff bill, and Senator Bourne, of 
Oregon. 

There are still other members of the 
genate, who, if they represent the sec- 
tions from which they hail might read- 
fly enough be expected to be insur- 
gents in the next senate. In this list 
are Smith. of Michigan: Crawford and 
Gamble, of South Dakota. and Jones, of 
Washington. Perhaps Senator Burton, 
of Ohio. might be added, but his politi- 
eal actions are inscrutable to the av- 
erage student of politics.

“So it was, when rumors of my with- 
drawal were given currency | promptly 
denied them and in doing so it was 
my wish to serve my party rather than 
my own ambition.

WANT COUNTY'S AID 
IN RESERVOIR WORK 


Although Work Started 
2 Years Ago, Basin Is 


Still Incomplete. 


Efforts are now being made to ob- 
tain the county’s Ieelp in the work of 
finishing the new city reservoir. It js 
hoped that operations may be begun 
again in a short time, so that this nec- 
essary part of the waterwocrks system 
may be completed as soon as possible. 

The city and county, in conjunectios, 
started this reservoir over two years 
ago, but since that time nothing further 

has been done wth it, the big basin, 
located just a little distance west of 
the old one, being keft in an incom- 
plete condition. 

The new reservoir will be of in- 
estimable value to the city, as it wil! 
assure a s@fficienmt supply of water at 
all times. The present basin contai. 
only 170,000,000 gallons, and could not 
supply the city for over five or.s:x days 
should the sources which feed it run 
dry or become stopped up. The new 
reservoir will have a capacity of 359,- 
000,000 gallons, or twice as much as the 
old ome. 

Under the present system it wouid 
be impossible to clean out the reservoir 
without shutting off the city’s water. 
With two reservoirs, working inde- 
pendently, it will be possibke to Keep 
up an adequate flow from one while 
the other is drained off and its bottom 
cleaned of all the sedimeent which may 
have gathered. Any obstruction ih the 
outlet pipes may be remedied in the 
same manner. 

It should not take long to finish this 
job, aagall of the rough excavating 
work has already been accompli she. 
All that remains to be done is the 
leveling of the bottom, the smoothing 
of the sides and the laying of iniet

ACTIVITY BEGUN 
AGAINST SHARKS 


Legal Aid Society Form- 
ally Organized. , 


Officers Elected, Committees 
Appointed and Important 
Report Made by the Organi- 
zation’s’ Attorney on the 
Work to Date. 


The Atlanta Legal Aid Society has 
secured jts charter from the court, per- 
fected formal organization with offi- 
cers and committees and is now pre- 
pared to continue its active campaign 
against the violations or evasions ef 
law’ on the part of the money sharks. 

The officers who were chosen at an 
informal meeting before the charter 
was secured were confirmed, and 
President W. Woods White presided at 
the meeting at which the charter was 
accepted. 

The president and vice president, V. 
H. Kriegshaber, were made ex-officio 
members of the executive committee, 
and a legal committee was aiso ap- 
pointed, the committees being named 
from among the following directors: 


W. Woods White, V. H. Kriegshaber, 
Rev. W. L. Lingle, Rabbi David Marx, 
David Woodward, W. O. Foote, V. L. 
Smith, W. G. Cooper, Isaac Schoen, F. 
J. Paxon, J. F. Lewis, Ed W. Alfriend, 
Edgar Watkins, W. D. Ellis, Jr., Cam 
Dorsey, Philip Alston, J. Carroll Payne, 
Mell R. Wilkinson, Judge E. C. Kontz, 
Rev. Charles W. Daniel. 

It was unanimously decided that a 
communication shall be sent from the 
Legal Aid Society to the present grand 
jufy, asking that body to make eare- 
ful investigation of the alleged abuses 
by the justices of peace courts and 
their bailiffs in this county, a6 recom- 
mended by the previous grand jury. 

The executive committee Was re- 
quested to institute and push a cam- 
paign for memberships. 

Report of Attorney. 


One of the most important features 
in connection with the movement was 
the report of the work so far as it has 
been carried on, made to the directors 
by Charles B. Shelton, attorney for the 
society. 

Mr. Shelton’s report as to what has 
been done, itn part follows: 

“To the Board of Directors of the 
Atlanta Legal Aid Society. Gentlemen: 
As you know, the campaign against 
the loan shark evil gave birth to the 
society, and up to date our main work 
has been in forwarding this campaign 
to successful completion. Until with- 
in a few months ago it was almost a 
daily occurrence for men to be arrest- 
ed, sometimes placed in jail, and not 
infrequently sent to the chaingang or 
penitentiary, although they had com- 
mitted no crime, had violated no crimi- 
nal statute, but whose only offense 
was that they had borrowed money and 
failed to pay it back at maturity. I 
am conservative when I say that, up 
until a few months ago, hardly a day 
passed in the city of Atlanta without 
one or more such arrests being made. 
The 
Atianta Legal Aid Society and the men 
who are back of it have already abol- 
ished the criminal warrant as a means 
the debt of the loan 
shark. Ido not know of a single ar- 
rest which has been made within the 
last two months. 

“There was a man for whom a war- 
rant was issued about a month ago. 


| The matter was taken up with the: 


| court, to which was explained the na- 

ture of the prosecution. The criminal 
proceedings were dropped and the man 
is now paying off the amount of money 
he actuahy owes. The abolishment of 
the practice referred to above has fully 
justified the creation of the society 
and demands its continued existence. 


Seme Cencrete Cases. 


“I wish to call your attention to a 
few concrete cases which have come 
under Our observation within the past 
two months waich will give you some 
idea of the extent and prevalence of 
the use of criminal warrants by the 
loan shark as a method of collecting 
his deot. 

“A Begro, an honest, law-abiding, 
hard-working darky, wno was never 
arrested in nis life, was, on November 
lo, 1909, arrested on a warrant charg- 
ing him with the offense of misde- 
meanor. in March, 19v¥, while work- 
ing tor the Central of Georgrm Kaii- 
Way Company he borrowed $e from a 
money iender, who charged him is 
cents for the ioan for a period of one 
week. He continued to pay this rate 
of interest month after month, renew- 
ing the loan each pay day until some 
lime in September, 190%, when, on ac- 
count of suortage of work, he lost his 
job. Immediately thereafter he went 
to the money iender, intormed him 
that he had lost his job, but woulda 
pay the debt as soon as possibie. Un 
November 15, 1909, a bailiff called at 
his house about 10 o'clock at night 
with a warrant for his arrest, charg- 
ing him with the offense of misdemean- 
or. The negro was in bed, Sut was 
aroused and told that he would either 
Bave to pul up $50 in cash or go to jail. 
After some trouble, he succeeded in 
getting a friend to put up $15 in cash 
for him, which would be forfeited un- 
less he appeared at court at Y o’ciock 
next morning, At 9 oclock he appear- 
ed in court, paid $9.25, the amount 
of the loan with interest as claimed; 
and then paid to the justice court 
bailiff $4.85 court costs. He was then 
released. An examination of the court 
docket shows that he was arrested on 
the charge of misdemeanor, and that 
warrant was dismissed the mext day 
‘for want of prosecution with costs 
against the prosecutor.’ As a matter 
of fact, the prosecutor did not pay 
the costs. The object of the arrest had 
been accomplished; the loan shark 
had obtained his money, and the justice 
court had obtained its costs. This is 
the story told us by the negro; and 


he is corroborated by the docket on 
the court. Other than this one time, 
he was never arrested in <-his life, 
He fully expected to pay the 
|amount he had borrowed from the loan 
| shark, but was unable to do so at ma- 
turity because he had lost his posi- 
tion. 


Twenty Per Cent a Month. 


“A white man who works asa 
switchman for the Southern Railway 
Company, supports his mother and two 
sisters. He had been borrowing money 
for a year and a half, paying some- 
times as high as 20 per cent a month 
interest, so that he had paid back sev- 
eral times over the amount he had ac- 
tually received. In March, 1910, he 
was arrested while at work on his en- 
gine. He had always been in the hab- 
it of collecting his money and then 
calling at the office and paying the 
}Oan and renewing for another month. 
On this occasion he was out of town 
On pay day, and returning the next 
day, had just collected his money and 
intended as soon as his day’s work was 
over to call and pay the amount claim- 
ed. He had no intention of not pay- 
ing him the loan. After his arrest he 
went with the bailiff to look for the 
money lender, and found him in a 
salioon, Where he paid the amount 
claimed, together with court costs, 
took up his note and was released 
by the bailiff. He was never car- 
ried to the court room. 

“A white man, who worked in 1909 
for the W. & A. Railway, was arrested 
by a bailiff while in the office of the 
man from whom he had borrowed 
money. He was carried by the bailiff 
from the office of the loan shark to 
the office of the paymaster of the ralil- 
way company, where he obtained the 
amount of the money claimed by the 
loan shark, which amount he paid to 
the bailiff, without going to court at

“These are only a few illustrative 
cases. In my interview with severa: 
hundred victims of loan sharks, i have 
been told personally by the men ar- 
rested themselves of some twenty or 
thirty arrests which have taken place 
in the past year, an@ have heard of 
many more. [| believe it would be a 
conservative estimate to say that hard- 
ly a day passed under the old regime 
when some man was not arrested in 
Atianta on the charge Similar to those 
which have been outlined. 

“Furthermore, the threat of arrest, 
pointing out to the victim the exam- 
ple of other men who have faiied to 
pay, and who have been arrested and 
sometimes placed in jail, have been 
used by the loan shark as a means of 
forcing from the victims demands of 
the loan sharks. Thus hundreds of 


‘men have been in absolute slavery dur- 


ing years because of their inability to 
extricate themselves from the toils of 
the money sharks. I repeat, therefore, 
that the abolition of the criminal war- 
rant as a means of collecting the debt 
of the loan shark, is an accomplish- 
ment of which the men back of the

‘I know of men who have left their 
families and are living in other states 
as fugitives, their families robbed of 
husband and father, because they have 
been improvident enough to borrow 
more money than they could pay at 
maturity. These men are not crim- 
inals: they are merely poor financiers. 

“While I will not undertake to bur- 
den you with the details of the differ- 
ent cases we have handled and are 
handling for the Legal Aid Society, I 
do wish to call your attention to some 
typical instances of how we are car- 
rying on the work which the society 
proposes to do. 

A Case in Point. 


“A sgwitchman in the employ of the 
Central of Georgia railway, who is one 
of the witnesses who had indictments 
issued against the loan sharks at the 
last session of the grand jury, had his 
June salary tied up by notices to the 
tailway company by different sharks 
that they held assignments covering 
his June time. Under the law, if the 
railroad paid over the money to the 
employee, it might be subjected to 
liability to the loan shark; so his 
salary was tied up. In cooperation 
with the legal department of the road, 
we demanded that the loan shark pro- 
duce the assignments held by them. 
It turned out that most of them were 
out of date. In one or two instances, 
the loan shark refuse to show his 
assignment. We finally got his check 


by giving to the road a bond to in-'! 
which | 


demnify it against any suits 
might be brought by the loan sharks 
on account of the assignments. All of 
this took time, and he had to have 
assistance while he was being held out 
of his money. A member of the so- 
ciety loaned the money out of his in- 
dividual funds. The man is a good 
citizen, but owing to sickness in his 
family and other misfortunes, he wag 
forced to g0 to the losm shark for 
money. By degrees he got so deeply 
involved that he was paying from. $20 
to $30 per month interest out of his 
salary of from $80 to $100. He was in 
absolute slavery. He was helpless, be- 
cause it was impossible for him to 
raise sufficient funds to pay the en- 
tire amount he owed: and he knew 
that unless he paid the interest each 
month he would be placed in jail. We 
have saved him for Atlanta. He is no 
longer afraid of arrest, and is paying 
off the loan sharks month by month. 
If it had not been for the launching 
of the campaign against the loan

Other cases of a similar nature were 

presented, and the report continued: 


Need of a Loan Company. 

“And just here | wish to stress the 
great need of a loan company which | 
can finance the men who have fallen | 
victims to the loan sharks, and who. 
by proper financing, can he set on 
their feet. As already stated, it is | 
absolutely necessary for the working- 
man on a small salary, with a large 
family, to have his money on pay day. 
His grocery bill falls due, his house 
rent and other expenses. which, if not 
paid, will cut’ him off from his food 
and shelter; and if the loan shark 
takes any step which will have the 
effect of delaving for a few days the 
employee’s monthly wages, he can 
force him to submit to the payment of 
almost any sum demanded. This is 
well illustrated by a certain man in 
the employ of the Western and At- 
lantic railway. He is a good citizen, 
possesses more than the average intel- 
ligence, and is an asset to the com- 
munity in which he lives. He has a 
large family of children, and in adédi- 
tion, must support one or two near 
relatives on his small salary of less 
than $190 a month. Owine to sickners 
about two years ago, he was forced 
(as he thought) to resort to the loan 
shark for some ready moreyv. He has 
never been able since that time to 
extricate himself from them. although 
he has paid several times oriet- 
nal amount borrowed. It was abso- 
lutely impossible for him to pav off 
in anv one month all! that he had bor- 
rowed, knowing that if he did not ac- 
cede to their demands he would lose 
his position and would. in addition. in 
all probabilitv, be put in fail If he 
could have obtained a small loan at 
a reasonable rate of interest, he could 
have finally naid himself out. His 
Tune salarv check is tied up bv the 
loan shark. The railway  0offictals 
were unable to release his check im- 
mediately, and he was forced to nay 
the loan sharks their demands. The 
loan company could have cooperated 
with the Tegal Aid Society In extend- 
ing to this man help until we could 
have taken proper steps to have se- 
cured to him his legal rights. At the 
time this man’s check was tied up. TI 
was unable to procure for him the 
necessary money to relieve his imme- 
diate demands during the period of de- 
lay during which his check was 
tied up. 


the 


Credit Is Necessary. 


“Credit is more necessary for the 
man of small means, for the man who 
isdependent upon his daily wage for 
food and shelter, than is for the man 
of large means. Under conditions as 
they exist in Atlanta today, the la- 
boring men, especially those who 
work for larger corporations, have 
no bank except the office of the loan 
shark. When misfortune comes and 
cash must be had at once, his only 
resource is to sell his liberty and the 
future of his family to the loan shark. 
The small loan is a necessity under 
modern industrial conditions. With 
large corporations the contact  be- 
tween the employer and employee is 
not personal—the employee cannot go 
to his employer for an advance of sa}!- 
ary in times of necessity, and when 
such an advance ig imperative, his 
oniv source of supply is the loan 
shark. I urge, therefore .that imme- 
diate steps be taken toward the or- 
Kanization and putting into operation 
of a loan company to which the Legal 
Aid Society can appeal for help in be- 
hal fof worthy men who have unfor- 
tunately fallen into the clinches of 
the local sharks. With the help of 
such a society we can finance many 
worthy and deserving workingmen 
from a state of absolute slavery to 
the loan shark to a state of independ- 
ence and freedom, where they and 
their families can enjoy the fruits of 
tkreir labor. The instances I have cited 
above are typical of many.which have 
come under my observation within 
the past two months. I coul4 multi- 
ply indefinitely the instances in which 
worthy men have been assisted by 
advice and help of a similar kind. 

“With the cooperation of the attor- 
neys for the railroads, we have now 
already in suit and in process of prep- 
aration a number of suits in which we 
@re making test cases to establish 
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or five cases, and all of these have 
been civil cases. 

“The activities of the society, how- 
ever, are not being confined merely 
to the loan shark evil. We are pledged 
to render legal aid to all who are be- 
ing illegally oppressed, and who, be- 
cause of poverty, are unable to pro- 
vide it for themselves. We have done 
some good work already in helping 
those who are the victims of illega) 
oppression by the justice courts and 
others. The society is becoming 
known as a charity which protects 
the weak against the illegal oppresq 
sion of the petty officer of the law, 
who has no regard for his official 
oath.”’

Cases Against Sharks. 


“There are pending in the superior 
court 146 true bills against the money 
lenders charging violations of the 
statute of 1908, which makes criminal 
the charging of more than 56 per cent 
a month as interest. The Legal Aid 
Society is pledged to rendering the 
solicitor general such aid ays it can 
in the prosecution of these cases.

Origin of Odd Fellowship. 

Odd Fellowship, today the largest 
fraternal and beneficial order in the 
world, traces its origin back to the 
coffee-house clubs which were wide- 
&pread in England in the first half of | 
the eighteent)h century. From these 
as a nucleus there gradually developed 
the Order of Odd Fellows, the first au- 
thentic mention of whom refers to the 
@dmission of George the Fourth, while 
Prince of Wales, into a lodge at a date 
Subsequent to 1780. The earliest rit- 
ual extant is dated in 1797, and was 
used by the Patriotic Order. 

Following this there came the Union, 
or United Orders, and finally an or- 
g@anization in Manchester, England, 
Known as the Unity of Odd Fellows, 
now the principal Friendlv Society in; 
England in point of numbers, useful- | 
ness and influence. 

It is interesting to note that in all 
probability the name of ‘odd fellows” 
Was first used as a term of ridicule or 
reproach, but, like many other words, 
{it has been changed by the worth of | 
the institution it represents into mean- 
{ing all that is upright and chivalrous. 

The first lodge established on this 
continent was Shakespeare, No. 1, New 
York city, on December 26, 1805. Fol- 
lewing this lodges were established in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia and in Boston. 
The organization that was destined to 
become the parent lodge of United Odd 
Fellowship, however, was founded by 
five men, with Thomas Wildey at their 
head, in. Baltimore, Md., in 1820. This 
lodge, otganized in the old Seven Stars 
Inn, and named Washington Lodge, Nv. 
1. was granted a charter from 
Duke of York Lodge, Preston, not only 
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the United States of- America of the' 
Independent Order of Odd Fellowship. | 
In January of 1825, the “Grand Lodg: 
of the United States” was finally 
evolved. 


American Organization. 


Owing to the pronounced convivial 
nature of the English branch of the or- 
ganization, the American branch be- 
came dissatisfied and finally, tn 1842, 
the American body became officially 
Separate and independent of the Eng- 
lish body. In 1879, the name was 
changed to the “Sovereign Grand Lodge 
of the Independent Order of Odd Fe}l- 
lows,” which name is still retained.

England’s King Devotes 
Much Time to Affairs 
of State.

London, September 10.—(Special.)— 
Instead of spending the major part 
of his time in shooting or other rec- 
reation, King George V devotes it to 
government business and is breaking 
his record for industry. 

In addition ° the routine consulta- 
tion with the \minister in attendance 
—a functionary changed every two 
weeks—he receives with significant 
frequency leaders of each of the Brit- 
ish parties in order to keep hts finger 
on the pulse of the controversy as to 
the future of the house of lords in 
the parliamentary system. 

In well-informed circles it is said he 
is exerting all the pressure he can in 
behalf of such an agreement among 
the members of the “Veto Conference.” 
as can be presented to both chambers 
at Westminster with a prospect of be- 
ing accepted in principle. There is 
reason to think he is making head- 
way. 

The Constitutional Question. 

According to a week-end rumor de- 
serving some attention, the king has 
become impressed with the idea that 
the constittuional question ought to 
be settled as part of a comprehensive 
scheme by which parliament could be 
relieved of a mass of duties, which 
are as burdensome to Westminster as 
vexatious to Dublin and Edinburgh, 
and by which Scotland as well as Ire- 
land would receive large authority of 
local power. 

He objects to the word “compromise’”’ 
and uses the phrase “constitutional re- 
adjustment on the basis of the com- 
mon interests.’’ 

This is not entirely reassuring to 
the Irish, and Mr. Redmond declares 
that in three months “we will either 
be discussing some scheme for taking 
away from the lords the evil powers 
they possess as the result of an agree- 
ment at the conference, or else in 
the middie of the most serious consti- 
tutional struggle for the last 200 
years.”

“SEAMYSIDE” OF LONDON 


The letters of Mrs. George Hinman 
being contributed during her Kuropean 
travels to The Constitution are refresh- 
ing in their appreciative accounts or 
what she sees. She is a highly edu- 
cated, cultured woman, and her obser- 
vations reflect her receptiveness of the 
many phases of a country’s. life not 
Brasped by the average tourist. Sh. 
sees the life of the people not from 
the center point of the fashionable 
cafe or the modiste’s establishments, 
but through their every activity. On 
her second visit to London she writes, 

“We are once more in London, aft- 
er a fiying trip from Leamington up 
the east coast of England, and down 
the west coast. In fact, I think we 
have become typical] American tour- 
ists, and have been ‘doing’ the places 
instead of seeing them. We are not, 
however, quite as bad as the women in 
a story told in one of the recent mag- 
azines.

Quaint Superstition. 


“When we were in Warwickshire we 
went to Chipping Norton and took a 
carriage up to the “Rolliwright Stones.’ 
The old woman in the gate house, sev- 
feral hundred feet this side. who keeps 
the key to the gate (these things are 
the

Was quite loquacious. When we asked 
her how many there were of the stones 


she said: ‘Well, now, you Know they 
Say there is something strange abou. 
these stones, and you can never count 
them twice alike. I've tried it, and | 
never can.quite make it out the same;

more, and I just can’t’tell. Last sum- 
mer,’ she went on to tell, ‘there was a 
professor and his wife came out from 
Oxford, and staid over night so as to 
get up at midnight and go out to the 
Stones.

not to run down, and reeled off severa! 
stanzas of Tam o’ Shanter in a sing- 
song way as he pointed out the littie 
window through which Tam saw such 
g@ruesome sights on that memorabie 
night. I have no doubt but that one 
could see much the same sights now- 
adays if he would stop long enough. at 
the Tam o’ Shanter Inn in the village 
of Ayr in the company of such gay 
bodies as Souter Johnny and Tam. 
old fellow also pointed out the little 
opening in the outside wall of the 
‘kirk, where in the early days the sa- 
cred vessels of the communion service 
were washed, but where later ‘they 
christened the bairn.’ We also saw the 
cottage where Burns was born, a low, 
squatty sort of hut Hiened up to the 
street.

The Turner Pictures. 


“The Turner room in the Tate gal- 
lery, closed when we were here before, 
is now open, and I went to it Saturday. 
|It is a pitiful collection of attempts, 
with only a few to redeem the many 
failures—-those few so full of genius 
that they mark Turner as a great mas- 
ter. Turner was the son of a Darber, 
and was without education, an iiliter- 
ate, uncultured man. He lived by him- 
self, without family ties, with only an 
old servant who looked after his 
wants, and in his last days he lieft 
even this home and went alone into a 


,strange place, dying among strangers. 


I believe he was found out shortly aft- 
er his death. His pictures are divid- 
ed into three periods, one where he had 
not yet reached his full powers, rath- 
er common-place, the second where his 
wonderful! imagination was fully 
aroused, and the third where he wan- 
dered off into a madness of color ef- 
fects. Vague, meaningless attempts 
after a something beyond his power of 
expression, a somthing he knew not 
what—a pitiful struggle after the un- 
attainable, which might have been at- 
tainable in a man with mind trained 
to grasp that after which he sought. 
Such glorious imagination dwindling 
off into feeble results. It is a pity the 
great mass of his pictures can not be 
destroyed and leave only the few 
transcend- 
antly beautiful effects of color that 
they are like dreams of fairyland with 
a ‘light that never wae on iand or 
sea.’ Such are ‘The Sun of Venice

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MRS. MIMS WRITES OF HOME 


OF MRS. GROVERCLEVELAND 


From Tamworth, WN. H., Mrs. Sue 
Harper Mims has written the follow- 
ing interesting description of the home 
of Mrs. Grover Cleveland: 

After spending a few weeks on the 
beautiful seashore of New Hampshire 
enjoying the exquisite rivalry in sea 
and sky, each so glorious in color and 
light, so refreshing in vigor and 
balm, I came farther into the depths 
of this old state, and for the last few 
weeks have been “summering high in 
tliss, among the hills of God,” as Kit 
North expresses it. This quaint old 
village of only a few hundred inhab- 
itants, nestled at the foot of the beau- 
tiful Ossipee mountains, clothed in 
snow for almost half of the vear, yet 
has offered to the “open eye and ear’ 
so much that is interesting, that I am 
tempted to write a short letter for 
sour splendid paper.

There the oc- 
cupants of the camps sleep and rest 
when desired. To each camp there js 
a head master, a man or woman qra!- 
ified morally and intellectually to be 
guides and directors. Each tent has 
a counsellor, looking after and pro- 
tecting, advising and caring for the 
boys exercise within bounds. So 
buoyent is the air, sucha sense of free- 
dom prevails, these boys are such mas- 
ters of the body, they seem incapable 
of fatigue. They live outdoors: think 
nothing of a 10-mile walk and a rec- 
reation of baseball on their return.

“We are coming constantly to see with greater clearness that in 
many cases what we once dolefully dismissed as “visitations of 
Divine displeasure” are visible more likely the results of our own 
negligence. 

The following extract from The New York World ideally sets 
forth the twentieth century conception in this wise, and should 
give the people of Georgia, as well as those of other states, ample 


food for profitable reflection: 


Upon a Newport “farm” which cost a fortune, the young owner lies 
ill of typhoid fever. A wealthy woman near by suffers from the same 


“disease of dirt.” 
In Manhattan last year there was a sporadic outbreak in the region 


of costly apartment houses. This year it {s Brooklyn's turn. In this 
city, with its guarded water supply, it is likely that typhoid at this 
season is brought from unsanitary summer resorts or incurred during 


automobile runs. 
Every life lost by typhoid is a wasted life. It is absolutely pre- 
ventable. People who live in marble halls without caring whether 
potson runs in the pipes behind them: the very rich, who spend millions 
in display but neglect sanitation; college professors caught unaware by 
epidemics Iike that in Ithaca—these have themselves to blame if the 
disease occurs. Typhoid originating in. any community disgraces It. 


Each fall the physicians of Atlanta look for an increase in the 
typhoid fever rate. . 

They explain this as not due so much to causes originating 
within the city, as to the disease brought back from unsanitary 
summer resorts and developed after the vacationist returns home. 

When people who visit seashore, mountain and country resorts 
compel the proprietors to look after the water, milk and food supply 
with undeviating rigidity, there will be a cessation of this sudden 
jumping of the autumn typhoid roll, a spectacle expected in other 
American cities as well as Atlanta. 

In pronouncing fyphoid a “disease of dirt” and a “disgrace,” 
The Worid is absolutely accurate. In the cities we are making 
great headway in its elimination by banishing the house fly, de- 
manding sanitary water and milk supplies and enforcing rigid in- 
spection in all te products. 

Not until these precautions are enforced in the country, as 
well as in the city, will the residents of both be protected from a

When the Island of Manhattan be- 
came too small for New York city, 
and Brooklyn Bridge challenged the 
admiration of the world, our atten- 
tion was drawn to a new disease. 

Men who dig deep into river beds 
to build the supports for great bridges 
do their work in closed tron cylinders, 
or caissons, into which compressed air 
is forced to prevent water from run-

ining in as dirt and gravel are car- 


ried out. This means the increase of 
the ordinary atmospheric pressure by 
three, four, and even five, times. But 
we all do better work under great 
pressure, and 
caissons are not exceptions, They per- 
spire freely, and down at the bottom 
of a closed tube 100 feet below the 
surface of the river, they work iwth 
more than usual] energy. The trouble 
comes when they pass quickly fiv 
this caisson into the normal wtmos- 
phere above. 

When the men pass into the area 
of compression, the blood absorbs the 
fSases of the air until their tension in 
the blood is equal to that in the com- 
If a workman is taken 
from this high pressure, the 
of nitrogen bubbles. This frothing of 
the blood when workmen pass into the 
outer air sometimes causes them to 
fail unconsciotis. Blood sometimes runs 
from their eyes, ears and noses. The 
victims feel, in their muscles and 
joints, severe pains, which they call 
“bends.” It is due.to the peculiarity 
of the employment. It is an occupa- 
tional disease. 

Experiments show that when work- 
men are obliged to go into and come 
out of the caisson through an inter- 
mediary chamber, called an “air lock,” 
by means of which the pressure of the 
confined air igs slowly raised or low- 
ered, the danger of disease is greatly 
diminished. If the time limit for “lock- 
ing” men through this air chamber Is 
carefully regulated, much suffering is 
prevented. 

Tests have been made of the effects 
of shifts of one-half hour, one hour, 
and so forth. Men who 
can work two hours without apparent 
injury, In air ofa given density, suffer 
severely if required to work four 
hours. 

The Association for Labor Legisla- 
tion has stimulated investigation of 
this subject, and in New York state 
we now have legigiation for the care- 
ful regulation of work in compressed 
air. In an intelligent, scientific way 
we are attempting to minimize this 
occupational disease. 

Diseases which come upon us owing 
to peculiar conditions of employment 
may be grouped roughly into several 
principal classes. We have a jong list 
of them occasioned by the breathing 
of impure air; a second group due 
mainly to extremes or rapid variations 
in temperature; a third class due to 
humidity: e@ fourth, to over-fatigue. 
When men worked singly and, in a 
very real sense, “minded their own 
business,” it was usually possible for 
the individuay to secure agreeable con- 
ditions of temperature, moisture, fresh 
air and nervous or physical strain. 

Rut when factories were built there 
was created a véry different problem. 
Conditions of temperature and humid- 
ity, of purity of air and labor strain, 


the men working in. 


are Often prescribed by the cheapest 
process of manufacture. The protec- 
tion of the health of the factory labor 
is a social question demanding social 
legislation. 

Miners In the coal fields of West- 
phalia are restrained by law from 
working more than six hours a day 
in temperature above 84 degrees. In 
a few instances there is legislation 
designed to protect weavers from the 
effects of excessive moisture. In sev- 
eral countries and states a minimum 
standard of purity is established for 
the air in certain trades. The problem 
of over-fatigue, however, is the most 
complicated of all. It is go frequent- 
ly involved with other special prob- 
lems that no scientific study can be 
made of it without requiring a gen- 
eral study of industrial diseases and 
factory. hygiene. 

I have mentioned several classes of 
diseases due to the peculiarities of 
employment, but I wish to call par- 
ticular attention to those caused by 
industrial pdisons. The International 
Association for Labor Législation 
asked the Swiss federal council to take 
the initiative in calling an internation- 
al conference to forbid, by agreement. 
the use of white phosphorus in the 
manufacture of matches. Nine coun- 
tries have signed the treaty prohib- 
iting its use. This treaty at once dis- 
closed the extraordinary importance 
of the agitation and the practical ef- 
fectiveness of international association 
and brightened the prospects for sci- 
entific labor laws. | 

Although the leading countries of 
Europe already prohibit the manufac- 
ture, importation and sale of matches 
made from poisonous phosphorus, a 
few countries have resisted on ac- 
count of their export trade. The 
United States cannot offer this selfish 
excuse, since her export trade in 
matches is trifling. The United 
States can well afford to join the more 
progressive countries and abolish this 
occupational disease. 

But the problem of fixing standards 
is much more difficult in those em- 
ployments where no satisfactory sub- 
stitutes for industrial poisons have 
been found. This is notably true with 
respect to workers in lead. In 1808, 
in spite of our inadequate registra- 
tion of ocoupations in mortality sta- 
tistics. thirty-three deaths were re- 
ported in New York alone as due to 
lead poisoning. But the number of 
deaths reported is no sufficient cri- 
terion for judgment concerning the 
seriousness of an occupational dis- 
ease. Chronic poisoning which low- 
ers vitality and causes untold suffering 
is much more serious. 

At a time when the health of the na- 
tion receives thoughtful attention, the 
effects of industries upon health cal! 
for thoughtful study. At a time when 
compensation for injuries received in 
employments is the most pressing 
problem for labor legislation, the 
question of occupational diseases de- 
mandg consideration. A logical con- 
sideration of the facts must lead like- 
wise to compensation for industrial 
diseases. England, in fourteen years’ 
experience with her compensation act, 
has recognized this principle. It is 
established in several other European 
countries. A workman is entitled to 
compensation if he is incapacitated by 
a disease contracted in his trade and 
due to his employment exactly in the 
same way as if he had been disabled 


by an accident.

“THE SIEGE OF ATLANTA” 
46 YEARS AGO LAST AUGUST 


By Thomas Corrigan. 

The reverberations of the last gun 
fiyed in the last battle around Atlanta. 
at West View cemetery site, 
spent into infinite space and to silence 
—and August, 1864, hot and sultry, was 
ushered into the calendar of time. 

Both armies, besieger and beleaguer- 
er, settled in their respective entrench- 
rents; the improvised forts of Sher- 
man’s artillery were mounted with 
coercing field guns, and the siege war 
on. 

Yes, “the siege was on”—how easily 
said—how difficult to comprehend! 
Bombproofs, 6 to 8 feet under round, 
were dug, and there on pallets children 
and women slept at night, when the 
guns thundered loudest. With the 
whiz and whirr of shells by day we 
dropped to the ground, prostrate, as 
the soldiers taught us, when each she! 
announced its presence. At night we 
watched the grand, but terrible, pyro- 
technical display as the great burning 
balls plunged athwart the sky-like 
fiery aeroplanes—and when thels 
course indicated danger, we quickly 
“returned to mother earth from whence 
we came,” by dodging low. 

The cannonading was not incessan., 
it was intermittent. The dogs of wa" 
would be leashed for hours—sometimes 
all day and into “the witching time o 
night when ghosts are seen,” then the 
‘ngines of destruction would belch 
forth, sending shot and shell» with 
frightful and hideous sounds, throug) 
dwelling, church and hespital: and we 
scampered in our night gowns from 
parental roof to bombproof to save our 
hides.

At- 
lanta—proud and gallant little At- 
lanta—the last stronghold of the con- 
federacy, showed fight to the last, 
but the die was cast, and on the night 
of September 1, 1864, General Hood 
quietly gathered together his forces 
from the trenches—imost of them into 
the Marietta road, and the march of 
evacuation began. They marched 
through the town; through the old pas- 
senger depot; out McDonough street 
(now Capitol avenue,and the tramp 
of the evacuating army was constant 
for four hours—and to thousands it 
was pathetic, disheartening and sad- 
dening: and with General Hood's 
withdrawal, Atlanta fell. 

That night we settied to rest; but at 
midnight there occurred the most 
thrilling and terrorizing incident of 
our part in the war. 

The “Fire battalion.’ a home guard 
of young men, excused from military 
duty in the field, took charge of all 
the discarded ammunition of the evac- 
uating forces, including shells, car- 
tridges and caps and loaded them in 
box cars and at midnight set fire to 
this aggregation of terror and danger 
in the old rolling mill near Oakland 
cemetery.

Ignorant Officials. 

Many of these people know about 4s 
little of Canada es they do of the 
United States. I wns talking in Cal- 
eutta one day with a Nritisher who has 
a Sir to his name. He rules one of the 
largest of the Indian provinces, and 
his subjects are half as many as those 
governed by President Taft. This man 
was speaking of the enormous !rriga- 
tion schemes of British India, when 
he asked me if we had irrigated lands 
in the United States, saying he could 
not see why a land so well watered 
shoulda need them. Thereupon, I de- 
scribed the Rocky mountain plateau, and 
mentioned the vast sums we are using 
for reciaiming the desert. I referred 
also to irrigation in Canada and es- 
pecially to the great undertaking at 
Calgary, where the Canadian Pacific 
railroad is turning the Bow river upon 
fifteen hundred thousand acres of arid 
lands and making them yield like the 
fertile Nile valley. Upon that this 
British official replied: 

“Indeed, I thought Canada was a 
country! Fifteen hundred thousand 
acres! I had no idea there were any 
such works in the world! Why, out 
here in all India we have nothing like 
that in one body, and the government 
irrigation works are not altogether 
more than fifteen times as big as that 
one in Cariada. I wonder if you are 
certain as to your figures?”

Some Social Features. 

As a rule the officials in the Indian 
empire are men of fine education. The 
most of them are graduates of Ox- 
ford or Cambridge, and many are of- 
ficers of the English army. The ma- 
jority come from the better classes of 
society, and many from the nobility. 
As to things Indian and things ori- 
ental, they are well posted; and no- 
where will you find a eivil service 
whose standard of honor is higher. 

This ig a great sporting country. 
Every city has its clubs, and the 
larger onmeg have race tracks and 
grounds for polo and golf. There are 
competitive matches: which are attend- 
ed by the British and high-class na- 
tives, and in which the native teams 
sometimes take part. This is espe- 
clally so of polo, which 


Every large station has its pélo 
grounds and every army officer his 
pony. The races are run with gen- 
tlemen riders, and as a rule the rider 
owns his own horse. There is plenty 
of cricket and football, and as for 
hunting. that is one of the chief sports 
of the British of all classes. The vice- 
roy himself sometimes goes off for a 
week or so’s shooting, and the game 
includes everything from tigers. to 
wild fowl and hare. Much of the 
hunting is in the jungle and moun- 
tains and not a little in Kashmir. 
The native rajahs, if one has let- 
ters to them, will often organize 
hunts; and to the man rightly intro- 
,duced every sort of hospitality is open. 
‘There are dinner parties, dances and 
[private theatricals at all of the sta- 
during the season; and the 


, tions 
proper dress is quite as important here 
as in London. It seems to me that in 
most matters of etiquette society is 
even more rigid than at home, the 
British abroad being sticklers for form. 
Every one who gives a dinner has 
to be careful how the guests are sent 
in. or those who should be last may 
come first. The members of the civil 
service and the army rank at the top, 
ithe high civil service officials preced- 
ing. After them comes the mercantile 
element, in which classification are 
the merchants, manufacturers, law-

The military and civil classes are 
always fighting, and every social cen- 
ter is a hotbed of their jealousies. A 
family’s position is usually governed 
by the office held by the man, and in 
the higher places the salaries are 
such that one can entertain very com- 
fortably. The military officials are not 
s0 well paid as the civilians, but, as a 
rule, they have larger social clubs, 
more fun and less stiffness. 

India as a Marriage Market, 

There are two social seasons in In- 
dia—one in the summer, when every 
one who is anyone goes to the high- 
lands, and especially Simla, and the 
other in the winter, when the center 
of all is Calcutta. The latter season 
is so lively that it even attracts 
debutantes and post-debutantes of 
Great Britain. There is an influx of 
young maids and old maids, several 
hundred well-bred girls coming an- 
nually to stay with their friends or at 
the hotels. 

These girls have good letters of in- 
troduction, and they angle for hus- 
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ville, New Orleans, Cincinnati and Covington, Ky. 
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bands. I am told that about fifty suc- 
ceed in their fishing. The others go 
back, and the Calcutta beaux speak of 
them as “returmed empties.” At the 
first of each season a list of this in- 
vading army of Amazons is made up by 
the social detectives. Each girl is as- 
sayed, and her pedigree and record, 
including the amount of dot she will 
bring, are set down in cold type. The 
list is secretly passed around to the 
bachelors of the army and civil so- 
~ and the competition is free for 
all. 

They tell me that marriage is an 
expensive luxury in India, and espécial- 
ly so in the cities. House rents in Cal- 
cutta are high, an establishment of ten 
or twelve rooms in a good location 
costing about $200 per month. A fash- 
ionable wife will need plenty for en- 
tertaining, and she will have to have 
her long summer vacation to the 


|Himilayan resorts, including, perhaps, 


Simla, where social demands are about 
@s great as at Calcutta. On the other 
hand, she may be of a sporting ten- 
dency, in which case the outfit costs 
& great deal, although campin 
delightful. 

Housekeeping Matters. 

Keeping house in India seems 
until you understand the co 
Servants charge almost 
comparison with their 
United States. One can get good cooks 
for $3 a month ang house men for 
less. The trouble is that the HBnglish- 
man has to hire a dozen \servants 
India where he has one at home. The 
Caste regulations are such that each 
man will do only one kind of work. 
The man who washes the dishes will 
not make the beds, and he who makes 
the beds will not sweep or carry the 
water. The cook will not act as scul- 
lion, and so it goes on. If you keep 
horses, you must have a groont to each 
horse, and to every two horses a man 
to cut grass for them. Every child 
has its own nurse, and the result is 
that you need many servants. The 
servants are nearly all men, the wom- 
en acting only as ladies’ maids and 
sometimes as nurses. With the other 
sex the same rules prevail; the maid 
who waits upon your wife will. not 
wait upon you, and your own body 
servant must run your errands. 

As to food, it is high when the qual- 
ity is considered. Animal meats are 
invariably poor, but the fowls are ex- 
cellent, and the eggs occasionally fresh, 
although not larger than the big white 
alleys with which we played marbles 
in boyhood. 

The Everlasting Squeeze. 

One of the big items of expense in 
India is the Oriental squeeze which 
one must pay upon all he buys. It is 
the same in Japan, China and in all 
parts of the Orient. Your servants 
have a rake-off on your purchases and 
they make more out of such things 
than their salaries. If you order a cab 
your servant wants hig commissioa, 
and if the cabman takes you to a na- 
tive merchant he expects to get his 
percentage on what you purchase. in 
riding through the city you will fre- 
quently have men jump to gulde you 
where you can get certain things. Such 
men do not ask money of you, but the 
merchant knows that he must pay 
them, and he makes your price sac- 
cordingly. 

The cook has a commission on all 
the vegetables and meats that come 
into the house, the waiter has his 
Squeeze off the jam, and the hostiers 
feed fat on your grass, corn and oats. 
It is the same with the butler. He 
gets his rake-off from every native 
who calls upon you, and if not bribed 
the latter may cool his heels and you 
will not get his card. 

It is the same with the Hindoo offi- 
cials, although the British try to pre- 
vent it. I ami told that even the judges 
are bribed and that you can buy wit-

is not confined to Hindustan. Squeer- 
ing and bribery are bred in the bones 
of the orientalis, and from Turkey to 
Tokio, the native official has his greedy 
hand open, although it may be held 
behind the back when the white man 
is present. 

In this connection I talked the other 
day with a British commissioner of ed- 
ucation of one of the most important 
Indian provinces. Said he: 

“I know that every petition I see 
has had to pay toll to my native clerks. 
I have tried to stop it, but found it 
impossible. Every contract that comes 
through native hands is accompanied 
with bribery and my very doorkeeper 
makes money off me. When a native 
appears and asks to see the commis- 
sioner, the doorkeeper Will say that the 
sahib is busy. The native knows what 
he means and he will drop eight annas 
Or a rupee into his hand. He is then 
introduced to the chief clerk: and if 
his busine-s is of sufficient importance 
he may have to pay five rupees more 
before he goes farther. If he does not 
offer to pay he will probably be told 
to eall around tomorrow, and it may 
be days before he can get to my of- 
fice. This is so in nearly all cases. 
We know it, but cannot prevent it.’ 


Some Calling Customs. 


Returning to the social features of 
India, the calling hours are different 
from those of other parts of the world. 
If you want to see a friend you must 
come from 11 o'clock in the morning to 
about half-past 1 in the afternoon. The 
ladies Gress for such calls, and at this 
time only are you sure to find them at 
home. 

The ordinary meals here are the 
coffee and bread and butter upon ris- 
ing, Which is called chotahazri. There 
is a second breakfast at 10 o'clock, a 
luncheon between 2 and 38, and dinner 
along about 8 in the evening. No one 
calls after 2 and late in the afternoon 
everybody takes his carriage with 
coachman and footman and goes out 
driving. At this time there is music 
in the parks or at the country clubs, 
which are found at every large station. 
At such places tea is usually served, 
and one is sure to meet all his friends. 


The Masque Balls of India. 


Among the social features of every 
winter are the masque and fancy-dress 
balls of one kind or ahother. Such are 
often given at the government house 
in Calcutta, at which times the hotels 
take on the appearance of the be- 
wigged and bejeweled days of our fore- 
fathers. I recently attended a ball 
held at the vice-regal mansion. The 
hall covered, I judge, at least half an 
acre, atid four or five sets were On the 
floor at one time. It seemed as though 
all the world and his wife had come 
from the pages of history and were go- 
ing made in the dance. I noticed a 
convict in chains gliding across the 
floor with a somber-gowned sister of 
charity. There was Old Mother Goose, 
with her broom and cocked hat, arm in 
arm with a silk-clad Chinese mandarin. 
One girl was decked out as ae carrier 
pigeon, having a dress made of feath- 
ers like the plumage of pigeons. An- 
other was labeled Dresden china, and a 


One woman was covered with native 


newspapers. She represented the press, 
and editorials about the unrest could 
be read on her back. And then there 
were Burmese noblemen and Japanese 
daimies, and priests of every religion. 
As I walked through the crowd I ob- 
served the fresh, rosy faces of the 
English young ledies, and asked an of- 
ficial how they were able to keep their 
color out here in the hot suns of the 
tropics. The reply was: 

“They do it all right, and no won- 
der, for they do little else. The sup 
never touches their faces. They spend 
nine months of the year in the Him- 
alaya mountains, and come to Calcutta 
only during the winter. Some of them 
go home every few years, and they 
leave us men here to work. I assure 
you, India is not a bad place for a 
woman, if she has an easy husband and 
money to spend.” 

The Natives and Society. 


Very few natives are admitted to the 
circles of British society. The average 
Englishman looks upon the Hindoo as 
of a lower race than himself, and he 
will not allow him to be a member of 
his club, or to come to his house as 4 
guest. This is especially true of the 
officials of the lower classes, but less 
so of those who are high up in the 


government, although even among. 
these there is now and then an excep- | 
tion. A story is current here about a | 
well-known officer of the army who 
was riding on the cars in the same 
compartment with a cultured Hindoo. 
The army officer had been hunting, and 
was tired out. During the journey he 
made the Hindoo gentleman get down 
on his knees and massage his legs from 
ankles to thighs. The high caste to 
which this man belonged was scandal- 
ized at the treatment, and the action 
caused considerable comment. The bet- 
ter classes of the natives say such 
treatment is insulting, and they object 
to any difference being made between 
them and the British. This is one of the 
causes of the unrest of today. 

Even worse than the position of the 
Hindoos is that of the Eurasians or 
half-castes. These ape the offspring of 
East Indian women and the various 
Europeans who have come here from 
time to time. Many are half Portu- 
guese, others half French and others 
half British. There are also quarter- 
breeds and eighth-breeds, or Indian 
mulattoes and octoroons. But whatever 
the cross it is considered a disgrace by 
both native and foreigner. They are 
always well marked. The men are usu- 
ally dark, and, although the women are 
beautiful and now and then fair, you 
can always distinguish the Asiatic 
blood in their features. 

These Eurasians are usually subordi- 
nate clerks. Many of them go into 
trade and make money, and now and 
then one rises to honorable distinction.

DRY FARMED 
IRRIGATED 
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WHEAT EXCELS 


GROWN GRAIN 


Spokane, Wash., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dry farmed wheat is declared 
by ome of the largest concerns in the 
northwest to be superior to grain 
grown on irrigated lands. L. P. Wood, 
of Billings, Mont., manager of the Rus- 
sell-Miller Milling company of North 
Dakota, writes as follows to John. P. 
Burns, secretary of the dry farming 
congress: 

‘In this vicinity the dry farming sec- 
tions have shown up most favorably 
during the season, when it is consid- 
ered that this summer has been the 
hottest and driest that has been seen 
here in many years. The quality of 
the dry farmed wheat is excellent, and 
this we have determined by very care- 
ful laboratory tests. 

“For mulling purposes the dry 
farmed wheat is a great dea] more unil- 
form in quality than the irrigated prod- 
uct, and the quality and quantity of 
the gluten is more uniform. This 
year’s grade has been shown to con- 
tain from 37 to 47 per cent. of good 


a 


quality of gluten, while the irrigated 
wheat runs from 30 to 40 per cent. and 
the quality of gluten is very uncer- 
tain. 

“The variety of wheat best adapted 
to dry farming in this district is the 
hard Turkey Red, as it matures quicker 
than spring wheat and does not have 
the drouth conditions to contend with 
so long. This variety of wheat is ex- 
cellent milling grain when ready for 
market. However, the farmers should 
consult their loca] millers as to the 
wheat that is best to raise in their 
vicinity.” 

Dr. Burns says this is the first 
time a miller has frankly admitted the 
superiority of wheat grown by dry 
farmed methods, adding: 

“Numerous tests will be made at the 
International exposition in connection 
with the dry farming congress in Spo- 
kane, the week of October 3, to further 
demonstrate the advantages of dry- 
farmed wheat over grain grown in dis- 
tricts where irrigation is practiced.” 


OVER 750,000,000 
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FEET OF TIMBER 


DESTROYED BY FOREST FIRES 


Spokane, Wash., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Expert cruisers in Spokane, who 
are now compiling reports from the 
burned districts in Idaho, Washington, 
Oregon and Montana, estimate that the 
recent forest fires destroyed or dam- 
aged more than 750,000,000 feet of tim- 
ber in the four states. 

Converted into merchantable lumber, 
it is estimated this timber would have 
supplied building material for the con- 
struction of from 60,000 to.65,000 four 
and five-room cottages, enough to 
house the entire population of any city 
in the four states named. 

To reduce this timber to commercial! 
uses would keep 400 sawmills in the 
Inland Empire busy from five to six 
months, while at the present cost of 
cutting and marketing, an army of 
skilled and ordinary laborers would 
have received $7,500,000 in wages. 

F. J. Davies, secretary of the Coeur 
d’Alene Timber Protective association, 
says that while the loss of life has 
not been as large as the dispatches 
have indicated, he estimates the timber 
loss in that part of northern Idaho is 
not less than 500,000,000 feet. 

James P. McGoldrick, of Spokane, 
president of the Western Pine Manu- 
facturers’ association, believes the fire 
losses in Idaho have been greatly ex- 
aggerated, though he admits the situa- 
tion probably is the wirst in the his- 
tory of the Pacific northwest. 

“According to recent estimates, there 
was $50,000,000,000 feet of standing 
timber in the Inland Empire forests,” 


Mr. Goldrick said. “The lumber inter- 
ests have been hit hard and the losses 
are enormous, but I am of the opinion 
that many of the reports sent out were 
gross exaggerations. Of course, I do 
not believe this was intentional o 

the part of the newspaper correspon- 
dents.”
